Take the Post-Office 


Out of Politics 


In attempting to charge up the deficit in his 


Department against the magazines the Postmaster- 
General has done the country a genuine, even if an 
unintentional, service. He has drawn attention to 
the necessity for a thorough reorganization of the 
Postal Department. 
He has emphasized the im- 


'portance of taking the Post-Office out of politics 
for all time. 


The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an inves- 


tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Penrose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. 
As a result, the Overstreet bill, 


which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. 
It is not from guesswork that we 


have concluded that the Department is in need of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and ,of the disinterested accountants hired by it to 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. We quote from these reports, remember- 
ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents. First read these recommenda- 
tions from the preliminary report of the Joint 
Postal Commission, in this week's number of 
THE SATURDAY 
EVENING POST 


Then read these extracts from the report of the 


public accountants employed by the Joint Com- 
mission :i 


• " The service has grown from email beginnings over a 


long period of yean, hampered by restrictive laws which 
may have been necessary in the past and may even now be 
considered necessary to some extent for a Government 
department, but which would render It practically impos- 
sible for any private business to survive. 


• The general absence of any efficient methods of account- 


ing has been brought to light by the inquiry carried out 
by the Joint Commission on second-class mail matter. 
Thiii report was referred to Congress on January 30, 1907, 
and our investigation has confirmed tha impression gath- 
ered from the study of it, that the whole of iheec methods 
arc crude In the extreme and such as no privata business 
concern or corporation could follow without the certainty 
of loss, if not of financial disaster." 


There are half-a-dozen more of these extracts 


on the Editorial page of this week's issue of THE 
SATURDAY EVENING POST. 


In the Joint Postal Commission's report of 


1907 we find: 


"As an Indication of the views at present entertained it 


is proper to say that the commission is profoundly 
impressed with the wisdom of the accountant B report in 
recommending the following: 
" That the actual direction of tho business of tha 


Post-Office Department and postal service be committed to 
an officer with necessary assistants to be appointed by tho 
President, by and with the advice and consent of tho 
Senate, for long terms, so as to insure the continuity of 
efficient service, and that the Postmaster-General, as a 
member of the Cabinet, be chargeable only with general 
supervisory control and the determination of questions 
of policy."

Newark, N. J., Fob. 24.—This city 


has not had a chance to get Intimately 
acquainted with a president of the 
United State* for forty year*, since 
President Grant dropped ID to attend 
the opening of the Industrial exhibi- 
tion, so when President Tsft motored 
In, Newark juat naturally rose on Its 
hind logn and yelled. The preVldent, 
had only one opportunity to address 
the crowd, but ho made tho most of 
It and bin hearer* In turn cheered 
juat a* If they nil had heard what tho 
president had said. 


Toft's speech at the banquet of tho 


board of trade In part follow*: 


"I should llkn to direct your atten- 


tion to the o.u«stlon of government 
expenses and government revenue* 
and thn possible economic* and what 
expenditure* am essential at whatever 
burden cf taxation. 


Tariff Bill Will Reduo* Deficit. 
"I am Kind to say that tho opera- 


tion of the new tariff bill baa been 
so much morn productive of Income 
that thn deficit for the current year 
I* likely to bo considerably reduced.
